Explosion in Fireworks* Plant 
Jars Area for Miles Around 
In New York. 


New York, May 25.—The Elmont 
fireworks company on Long Island 
blew up in a series of spectacular ex­ 
plosions that jarred houses for miles 
around and caused injuries to six 
persons Sunday. 
One 
of 
the 
victims, 
Anthony 
Friedman, 34. was seriously burned 
by the flames that destroyed the 
company's five storage buildings and 
one workshop in the village of El­ 
mont. 
Mrs Mary Lanzetta, wife of the 
proprietor, suffered a fractured right 
ankle when she jumped from the 
second floor of their home, which 
adjoins the plant, during the ex­ 
citement. 
Her husband, Anthony, and three 
volunteer 
firemen 
were 
slightly 
burned. 
Lanzetta said he 
was aroused 
shortly after dawn by the barking of 
his dog and looked out of the win­ 
dow to see his workshop in flames. 
The fire quickly spread, setting off 
giant pieces of display fireworks and 
cannisters of propelling powder. 
Members of the Elmont volunteer 1 
fire department, jarred from their 
beds by the blasts, arrived quickly 
with five pieces of apparatus. 
With roman candles and aerial 
bombs bursting all abound them, the 
firemen confined their activities to 
preventing the spread of flames to 
nearby houses.

Gov. Nice Attack on Roosevelt 
In Costa Rica Arouses Envoy 


San Jose, 
Costa Rica, 
May 25 j 
(AP).—Publication of a statem ent 
attributed to Governor Harry W. J 
Nice. of Maryland, in Costa Rican j 
newspapers Sunday, which quoted j 
him as attacking the Roosevelt Ad­ 
ministration, caused the Governor 
ti express deep regret to American 
Minister Leo R. Sack. 
Governor Nice, who was spend­ 
ing the 
week-end in 
Costa Rica 
while on a Caribbean cruise, 
was 
reported by the press to have said: 
“A second Roosevelt Administration 
will bring the United States to ruin 
and bankruptcy." 
Nice Denies Reflection 
Minister Sack Immediately wrote 
the Governor 
asserting his 
pur­ 
ported statement was "inexcusable’' 
end in “poor taste.” When he re­ 
ceived Sack’s protest, the Maryland 
official called at the American Le­ 
gation and declared he was "out­ 
raged" at publication of the state­ 
ment. 
He asserted it was not intended 


in any way to reflect upon Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, whom he regarded 
ai a 
“gentleman of the 
highest 
character." 
“Publication conveyed a different 
impression from what I intended,” 
said Governor Nice. 
Envoy Criticizes Governor 
Minister Sack, in his letter criti­ 
cizing the Governor said: 
“I appreciate 
that as a Repub­ 
lican you regard it your duty to a t­ 
tack President 
Roosevelt ai 
any 
Ume and in any place, but as U nit­ 
ed States Minister to Costa Rica 
I resent the use of this, a foreign 
country, as your sounding board. 
“IL seems that partisanship should 
cease at the three-mile limit, and 
that it is very bad taste for even 
the most irresponsible American to 
assail the President of the United 
States in a foreign country. 
"Such an attack is even less ex­ 
cusable and in poorer taste when 
made by the Governor of the great 
State of Maryland.”
